The Baron Edouard Rothschild, whose en- 
gagement to Mile. Germaine Halphen, 
daughter of the great sugar refiner, Emil 
Halphen, is just reported, is the only son 
and heir of Baron Alphonse Rothsehild, the 
head of the Parisian branch.of the interna- 
tional banking houge of Rothechild, and the 
chief of the French line of the family. Baron 
Edouard is about 86 years of age, isa lieu- 
tenant of hussars In the reserve of the French 
army, and a member of the smart Rue Royale 
club at Paris. fiancée’s mother was a 
Mile. Fould, a granddaughter of the states- 
man and financier of that name who played 
so important a role throughout the reign 
of the third Napoleon in France, and in this 
way she is related to the marquis de Breteuil 
and his American wife, who was Mise Garner 
of New York, the marquis being a grandson, 
through his mother, of the statesman Foulkd.. 

There are such a number of these Baron 
Rothschilds—two of them being now in 
America—that it may be just as well to give 
a few notes for the purpose of enabling peo- 
ple to distinguish them from one another. 

Baron Alphonse, the head of the French 
line, has, as I have stated above, only two 
surviving children—namely: Baron Edouard, 
whose engagement I have just recorded, and 
a daughter, Beatrix by name, married to 
Maurice Bphrussi. Baron Alphonge, who is 
a man of considerably over 70, has two sur- 
viving brot ly: Baron Gustave and 
Baron Edmund Gustave has a son, 24 
years of age, of the name of Robert, who 
fought a duel the other day, and two daugh- 
ters, one married to Sir Hdward Sassoon, 
and the other to Baron Lambert of Brussels, 
who represents the Rothschild interests there. . 
The other brother, Edmund, has two grown 
up sons, bearing the names of James and 
Maurice. was a third brother, the 
late Baron lomon Rothschild. He died, 
leaving a daughter, Helen by name, who is 
married to. Baron Van Zuylen of Paris, so 
widely known as a motorist. 

These constitute what is known as the 
French line of the Rothechild family. But 
there are several other members of the 
Rothechilé family, who live in Paris, belong- 
ing to the English and Frankfort branches. 
Thus, there ie Baron Henry de Rothschild, 
the eminent physician specialist in child- 
ren’s maladies. He is a gon of the late Baron 
James de Rothechild of the English branch, 
James being in his turn the son of Nathaniel, 
who wae b of the late Sir Anthony de 
Rotheohild and of ol4 Baron Lionel de 
Rothschild of London, Dr: Henry de Roths- 
chidd has at Parise a brother of the name of 
Baron Arthur, who is a bachelor and a great 
yachtsman. 


‘Then, too, there fs in Paris the widow of 
Baron Adolph Rothschild. Baron Adolph, 
though a member of the Frankfort line, was 
in charage of the Rothechild interests In 
Italy, but after the overthrow of the kingdom 
of Naples he transferred his abode to Paris. 
He was not only the banker but likewise the 
devoted friend of the late king of Naples and 
of his congort, and helped them in many an 
hour of difficulty. Queen Marie of Naples has 
never forgotten this, and the widowed Baro- 
ness Adolph Rothschild enjoys her tatimacy 
to a degree accorded to no other person. The 
baroness’ house is one of the few that she vis- 
ite, and the late empress of Austria never lost 
an opportunity of showing her for the 
baroness and her appreciation of devotion 
which both shy and the baron had shown to 
her sister, the Queen.
